Hills Volunteer Fire Company was 
called out to pump water out of 
Curtis Lake into a temporary filter­ 
ing system In Fairless Hills, to re­ 
store the supply to normal. 
John A. Collins, chairman of Falls 
Township Authority announced that 
a permanent filtration system would 
he installed by Wednesday to pre­ 
vent future water shortages. 
Supply Reduced 
About 600 residents of Fairless 
Hills have complained during the 
past week that their water supply 
has been reduced to a trickle. Ac­ 
cording to Mrs. William T. Messier, 
232 Cardiff streeL "there have been 
time* when for a period of hours 
there baa been no water at all. We 
do have water this morning and It 
seems to be going strong.” 
Residents have reported that the 
water has been muddy and clothes 
have come out of the wash dirtier 
than when they went in. 
"Everyone In the area seems to 
have been affected,” Collins said. 
I talked with a man who has lived, 
here for three year* and this is the 
first time In that period that bls 
well has gone dry.”

and to the Barbarians’* Romans 
1:14. 
Paul, the 
Apostle

was proud of his Roman citlsen- 
ship but at the same time he 
knew that the Roman empire 
had caused many to become 
slaves, including the “Greek and 
the Barbarian."

“The dump is more of a health 
hazard than a fire hazard at the 
present time,” the marshs) said 
“Noxious smoke from burning gar­ 
bage cover* most of the township." 
Graham went on to explain that 
the reason the Are hasard was not 
the prim ary one was that firemen 
have been able to keep fires there 
under control. 
Hauler of Spread 
T h e fire department has been 
called a number of times to keep 
the fires from spreading, and so far 
we've been successful." 
He added that there Is always the 
danger, however, of fires jumping 
one or two squares and casting 
sparks on nearby buildings. An­ 
other factor in the efforts to con­ 
trol the fires Is that it takes a cer­ 
tain am ount of time tor the trucks 
to get there, according to the mar­ 
shal. This Increases the danger, he 
■aid. 
The meeting has been called in 
response to 40 letters of protest 
received In the marshal’s office 
from township residents petitioning 
for the removal of the annoyance.

Newtown Minister 
Dead At 90 After 
Prolonged Illness 


Th* Rev. Joseph C. Harvey, SO, 
died Thursday, at his home on the 
Newtown • Washington Crossing 
road, after a prolonged illness. 
The Rev. Mr. Harvey, a retired 
Presbyterian minister, was born In 
Philadelphia, the son of the late 
Joseph and Sarah J. Hogg Harvey. 
He had lived in the Newtown area 
for the pact 45 years. 
He -was graduated In 1888 from 
Lafayette College, where he was 
charter member of the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon fraternity. In 1889 
he was graduated from Princeton 
Theological Seminary. 
Studied Abroad 
Mrs Harvey 
twice 
studied 
in 
Europe. He interrupted his course 
at college to attend the University 
of Edinburgh, Scotland, and after 
doing post graduate work ai the 
University of Pennsylvania, stud­ 
ied a year at the University of 
Berlin.

At the time of his death 
was the oldest member of the Phil­ 
adelphia Presbytery. 
His first charge was at Raymond,
